The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not disclose or make obvious a method of forming a semiconductor card wherein a 
strip including substrate is connected to a frame and is placed in a molding assembly 
such that the substrate is forcibly moved forcibly moved to a level different than the 
frame, molding a plastic body wherein the body includes wings extending outward from 
the package including all the limitations of the independent claim.
